navy. 
Similar precautions were taken 
at the army air base at Mitchel 
field and a tightening of restric- 
tions was noted at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 
At Mitchell field all 
automobiles visiting the reserva- 
tion were closely examined and 
guides were assigned to each. 
Federal agents, with three al- 


leged spies already in custody, con- 
tinued an intensive search for other 
members of the ring.

AUSTRIAN ARMY HALTS 


NAZIS'MOVE AT GRAZ 


Two Day Armistice Is An - 
nounced—Fresh Outbursts 


Against Chamberlain. 


By the Associated I'reflft. 
Austria., the present test tube 


for the Hltlerian formula of a new 
Germanic union in Europe, seethed 
ominously but an alert Austrian 
army capped it before it' could 
bubble over into a nazi march on 
Vienna, Prominent nazis in Ber- 
lin eagerly watched the stirrings 
at Graz, stronghold of Austrian 
nazis, and found in the threatened 
uprising support for their declara- 
tion last week 
that Chancellor 
Schuschnigg was "finished." 


Swift reinforcement of the Graz 
garrison, the rumble of 16 tanks, 
the roar of war planes and the 
quick emplacement of artillery 
and machine guns, nipped Sun- 
day's plan for a march on the 
Austrian capital. 


The nazis announced a two-day 
armistice 
with the Schuschnigg 


government. 
Under Monday's calm lay sharp 


danger to the peace of Europe.

Dean of Nebraska Bankers, 


Son of West Point and 


Wisner Pioneers. 


PIERCE, Neb. (^P). Woods Cones, 


79, president of the Cones State 
bank here, died aftep a month's ill- 
ness with a heart ailment. He had 
been connected with the bank 56 
years, most of the time as presi- 
dent. 


Mr. Cones was the oldest banker 


in the state in point of service. He 
had been president of the state 
bankers association, of the district 
association and for a time a di- 
rector of the American 
Bankers 
association. 


He was born at Iowa City, la., 
Oct 17, 1858, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. W. Cones, who later pio- 
neered at West Point and Wisner. 
He graduated 
in 1882 from the 


Jacksonville, 111., college, where he 
was a schoolmate of the late Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan. 


Immediately after graduation he 


came here and started the bank 
which bore his name. He had been 
president more than 45 years.

Has Restless Night But Con- 


scious lor Longer Periods, 


Doctors Report. 


TUCSON, Ariz. (AP). Gen. Pershing "definitely stronger'* 


and "conscious most of the time," rallied .80 strongly Monday; 
afternoon that Dr. Roland Davison said he found the outlook 
"quite promising." 


TUCSON, Ariz. (AP). The first bulletin from the bedside 


of Gen. John J. Pershing said he had taken fluids thru the mouth 
for the first time in four days. 


His physician* Sunday night had 
said they would become "really 
hopeful" of the ultimate recovery 
of the chief of the armies if he 
could overcome his 
inability 
to 


swallow. 


The general asked for orange 


juice and drank a glass of it. It 
was the first time he had re- 
quested anything in a week. 


"Altho Gen. Pershing had a very 
restless night he seemed somewhat 
better Monday morning and took 
fluids by the mouth," said the bul- 
letin given out by Dr. Roland Davi- 
son. 


'He has been conscious much 


longer periods. His body tempera- 
ture has returned to almost nor- 
mal level and the heart Is still com- 
petent. No oxygen has been ad- 
ministered for 36 hours.'.' 
Dr. Davison said the general's 


kidneys were "functioning a little! 
now and that helped to relieve the 
uremic poisoning condition."

The physician, who with Lieut, i 
Col. S. U. Marietta is attending: 
the commander, said a chemical 
check would be made shortly to 
determine the amount of uremic 
poisoning in the blood. 
The report was a direct reversal 


of one released about 2 a. m. which 
said the courageous warrior was 
losing round again. Dr. Davison 
said Gen. Pershing appeared tired 
"and I definitely feel he has lost 
ground."

Analyzes Faults of Sales

The demonstrations of the Bri- 


tish people against the Chamber- 
lain policies have been somewhat 
surprising.

It would seem that there is a con- 
siderable body of sentiment in 
England against any further tole- 
ration of the gangster tactics of 
Mussolini and Hitler. Some Eng- 
lishmen are tired of being bullied.

The combined result is con- 
siderable unrest even in solid old 
England. 


SPY SCARE. 


Kidnaping has become such a 


bore that the G-men have turned 
their talents to more fertile and 
imaginative fields in order to give 
the glamor loving American public 
a few more of the thrills it craves. 
The field newly prospected pro- 
duces that age-old thriller ma- 
terial, international espionage. 


The United States has been 


sitting back holding its breath for 
a long time awaiting a good spy 
scare. It had a taste of one out on 
the west coast, but that flopped 
rather badly. It has had hints of 
others. 
Failing to find a. really 


good vein of productive ore in this 
country the thrill prospectors got 
all they could out of the Robinson, 
alias Rubens case in Moscow. 
That was a disappointment, also. 
When the Russians 
opened the 


doors of the jail to a representative 
of the U. S. diplomatic corps, the 
cloud of romance and adventurous 
mystery was dispelled. 


The prospectors never gave up, 


however, and now the G-men have 
announced a strike. They have de- 
veloped what they are doing their 
best to make a first-class spy 
scare. With a heavy guard thrown 
around an eastern air base, three 
alleged espionage agents of a mys- 
terious and unnamed European 
power under arrest, the stage is 
set. One of the accused agents is 


young, red haired woman of 


foreign extraction. The spy scarers 
have been moving with dramatic 
suddenness and struck in time to 
save from sale the plans for the 
defense of the Canal Zone and the 
Atlantic seaboard. 


All the elements of a good spy 


scare are found. There is the 
exotic foreign female to give sex 
interest to the tale. There are 
;he plans for the defense of the 
country, or practically 
all of it. 


There is the rush of the United 
States 
soldiery 
to

secrets of an'air field, and the dra- 
matic last minute rescue of the 
plans before sale could be accom- 
plished. 


Put it all on the stage and it 


•would be termed a melodramatic 
thriller. But staged in actual life,

EMOTIONALISM. 


Dr. Francis E. Townsend is now 


said to be facing a momentous de- 
cision. It is whether he shall go 
to jail or permit his attorneys to 
perfect the appeal of his case to 
a higher court. 


With Dr. Townsend the decision 


hinges largely on its effect on the 
public. If the doctor believed that 
the public would be more favor- 
ably impressed with the plan lor 
old age pensions, he would gladly 
go to jail for the 30 days of his 
sentence. If it would have no ef- 
fect on the public he would prefer 
to prosecute the appeal. 


Too often the fate 
of public 


issues hinges on emotions of the 
public. In this case sympathy for 
an old man with a cause to which 
he has devoted his life might be 
aroused to the 
benefit of 
the 


cause. If the appeal is prosecuted 
it will become merely a case for 
legal decision. Prosecution of the 
appeal is the one way under the 
law of determining whether the 
doctor has committed an offense 
for which he should be punished. 


Merits of the Townsend issue 


have nothing whatever to do with 
what the author of the plan has 
done. The issue should be decided 
fairly. Emotionalism should have 
no part in the decision. Neverthe- 
less, every politician, and every 
man with an issue for which he 
seeks public support, weighs caie- 
fully the emotions of the public.

W A S H 1 NGTON.—Freedom of 
the press has become recognized 
as a guarantee established by the 
constitution, but freedom of the air 
apparently has yet to run the 
gauntlet of arbitrary restruction 
before court decisions will perma- 
nently restrain those legislators or 
bureaucrats who would tamper 
with broadcasting. 
The issue comes up in a novel 
way. It now is proposed by the ad- 
ministration to levy a tax on 
broadcasting stations, with . the 
assessment graduated upward in 
accordance with the number of 
watts of power used. This is but 
another way of saying that the 
stations with large circulation or 
listener audiences shall pay more 
than 
those stations 
reaching 
smaller audiences by reason of 
their limited range of transmission. 
Such a form of taxation, popu- 
larly known as "the Huey Long 
tax," is the same jsort of thing 
which the state of Louisiana tried 
when it passed a law declaring 
that, in addition to all other forms 
of taxation, the newspapers with 
a circulation in excess of 20,000 
copies should pay a license tax of 
2 percent on gross receipts for the 
privilege of engaging in business. 
The supreme court of tha United 
States ruled in a unanimous opin- 
ion on Feb. 10, 1936, that this tax. 
was a limitation on the freedom 
of the press. Radio is admittedly 
today a form of 
transmitting 
knowledge to the people, in fact 
some public officials contend it is 
more far-reaching than other in- 
strumentalities because of its me- 
chanical advantages for instanta- 
neous communication. But, how- 
ever that may be, radio broadcast- 
.ng is considered by almost every- 
body nowadays one of the major 
means of imparting knowledge and 
dence, it will be contended, should 
be as immune from interference 
as is the press.

Some confusion has arisen be- 
cause the radio companies get their 
wave lengths assigned to them by 
the federal government, and from 
this it has been erroneously as- 
sumed that the government can do 
as it pleases about regulating or 
imposing taxes on radio broadcast- 
ing. But the falsity of such an 
assumption is apparent from a le- 
gal viewpoint, at least when it is 
realized that 
newspapers 
and 
magazines obtain and pay fees lor 
second class mail privileges also 
derived from the government, but 
this does not in any way authorize 
the federal government to exact a 
larger charge or fee for publish- 
ing companies of larger than 
smaller circulation for carrying a 
single copy thru the mails. There 
has never been any such discrimi- 
natory tax on size of circulation, 
and if the principle of a graduated 
tax, based on size of listener au- 
dience, is ever upheld by the courts 
with respect to radio stations, it 
would seem that newspapers and 
magazines would thereafter be vul- 
nerable from the same power. 


It is only necessary to substitute 
the words "Broadcasting station" 
and "listener audience" lor the 
terms "newspapers" and "circula- 
tion," respectively, in the follow- 
ing extract from the unanimous 
supreme court opinion of 1936 in 
order to see how much of a parity 
radio stations and newspapers 
really are with respect to tax re- 
strictions imposed on instrumen- 
talities that disseminate knowledge 
to the public. The court said: 
"It is not intended by anything 
we have said to suggest 'that the 
owners of newspapers are immune 
from any of the ordinary forms of 
taxation lor support of the govern- 
ment. But this is not an ordinary 
form of tax, but one single in kind, 
witfi a long history of hostile mis- 
use against the freedom * of the 


commission has broad rights over 
broadcasting itself, derived from 
the wording of the act which refers 
to regulation in the "public inter- 
est, convenience and necessity," 
Such a view has been challenged 
by competent lawyers flmiliar with 
broadcasting law, who insist that 
the regulatory power held by the 
F. C. C. Is merely to allocate wave 
lengths and regulate the mechani- 
cal side of broadcasting and that, 
except for the general laws gov- 
ering libel and obscene publication, 
the government has nothing to say 
about whether any program is "in 
the public interest" or whether it 
meets the specification of "public 
convenience or necessity." 
Some day, the radio industry will 
become awakened to the danger it 
has run of allowing itself to be 
considered In a special class just 
because it gets some mechanical 
facilities from the government. 
Analogous 
facilities have been 
granted to other forms of commu- 
nication, such as publishers who 
use second class mail, yet this has 
not in any way increased the fed- 
eral regulatory power over the 
actual user of such facilities. 
Taxation is an easy device with 
which to destroy a free press and 
a free radio. 
Officials of the 
federal communications commis- 
sion nonchalantly say the tax on 
radio stations can easily be passed 
on to the advertisers and hence 
ultimately to the consuming public. 
But the question of degree is cov- 
ered by the words of the supreme 
court of the United States in the 
Louisiana tax case: 
"Its effect (the tax) is to cur- 
tail the amount of revenue realized 
from advertising, and, second it di- 
rect tendency is to restrict circu- 
lation. This is plain enough when 
we consider that, if it were in- 
creased to a high degree, it well 
might result in destroying both 
advertising and circulation." 


Once granted that the congress 
has the power to levy . a gradu- 
ated tax based on the size or trans- 
mission range of a broadcasting 
station, the opportunity is given 
to the government to destroy the 
economic livelihood of such sta- 
tions whenever speeches or news 
items broadcast from such large 
stations happen to displease the 
party in power. It will be argued 
that the federal government, by its 
right to issue or revoke licenses, 
already can punish individual sta- 
tions, but here again there has 
been no clear case brought before 
the supreme court that in any way 
sanctions such arbitrary use of a 
discretionary power which was 
originally aimed at mechanical al- 
location of wave lengths rather

grafting (covering the defect with 
bits of the patient's own skin), 
skilful cauterization with trichlo- 
racetic acid, and sometimes chem- 
ical tattooing. 


The earlier in life a birth mark 


is treated the better the cosmetic 
result is likely to be.

Sometimes such a mutilation of 
the skin, if of small aren, may be 
removed' by chemical tattooing, or 
by 
electrolysis. 
An 
effective 
method, for small tattoo marks, is 
to tattoo in a solution of tannic 
ncid, theJl rub vigorously over the 
surface with a silver nitrate (lunar 
caustic) pencil and allow this to 
act for .several minutes until the 
surface becomes black fiom tlie 
formation of silver tannate in the 
skin. In a few days an inflamma- 
tory reaction occurs and a dark 
adherent crust forms.

Despite West's strength In all four 


•uits, his double was extremely rasa. 
This statement may elicit surprise, 
perhaps disagreement, from come 
readers, but let us analyze West's 
holding in the light of the bidding 
and see just what tricks he could 
reasonably expect to take. Clubs had 
teen bid on his right. True, by fail- 
Ing to lead the sul , he could Insure 
that declarer made few, if any, club 
tricks Bat if he did not lead clubs, 
what suit would he lead? Obviously 
he would not take many diamond 
tricks. In fact, the bid over him sug- 
gested that his king and queen would 
be worth only one trick. A spade or 
heart lead probably would cost him 
his only stopper In the suit and, thus, 
he was virtually forced to lead a club. 
Presumably declarer would be able to 
win a low club lead with a nine or ten, 
and this would cost West a valuable 
tempo. So In the final analysis West 
would be forced to sacrifice a club 
honor on the opening lead, and this 
figured to be costly. The outstanding 
'act that West should have tinned 
from the bidding was that East was 
completely " busted." 
West reached the same conclusion 


that we have reached, namely, that 


had to open clubs, and selected the 


queen. 
Declarer, despite West's 


double, did not feel sure that East 
could not get on lead with a diamond 
honor, hence refused to win the first 
trick. West, praying that he wduld 
find the ten spot in partner's hand, 
shifted to a low club. It was declarer, 
fiowever, who won with the ten. A 
diamond now was led to dummy and, 
to make matters as difficult as pos- 
sible. West ducked. Declarer finessed, 
and the nine held. Now, since declarer 
could not be sure but that West had 
started with four diamonds to the 
king-queen, he returned to his hand 
with the spade ace and led another 
diamond toward 
dummy. 
West's 


queen was captured and the diamond 
suit was cleared by continuation. 
West exited with a spade. Dummy 
cashed his good diamonds and then 
led & heart to declarer's ace. 


Actually, declarer could have made 


an extra trick by laying down the 
diamond ace after the jack held, but 
this would have Involved risking Iht 
contract.

PAYMENT DEDUCTIONS 


CROP BILL PENALTIES 


Harvesting Excess Acreage 


to Bring Drastic Cuts 


in Benefit*. 


WASHINGTON. 
UPt. Farmers 


who harvest more than their al- 
lotted acreage of major crops face 
draaUc reductions in their federal 
subsidy payments under the new 
farm program, officials disclosed. 


The agricultural adjustment ad- 


ministration 
announced 
detailed 


regulations governing payment of 
benefits from $500,000,000 con- 
gress is authorized to appropriate 
for financing the new crop control 
law.Crops affected included cotton, 
corn, wheat, tobacco, rice, pota- 
toes, peanuts and others designated 
officially as "soil depleting." 
The new farm act authorises 


payment of subsidies to growers 
who divert land from these crops 
to those which improve the soil 
and who use other practices which 
the AAA says are soil building. 
In announcing the regulations, 
J. B. Hutson, assistant AAA ad- 
ministrator, said the subsidiary or 
"soil conservation" phase of the 
farm program was designed to do 
more than improve and maintain 
soil fertility. He said "It will tend 
to keep production in line" with 
crop requirements. 
Other provisions of the new act 
authorizes the use of a marketing 
quota system, when approved by 
two-thirds of the growers voting 
in referenda, to keep surplus sup- 
plies off the market. 
Under terms of the subsidy pro- 
gram wheat growers, for example 
will be paid at the rate of 12 cents 
a bushel on the normal production 
from acreage allotted to them 
However, i? they harvest more 
than their allotted acreage, deduc 
tions from these payments will be 
made at the rate of 96 cents a 
bushel on the normal production 
of the excess acreage. 
Likewise, corn growers will be 
paid subsidy rates to 10 cents a 
bushel on the normal production 
of their acreage allotment, but lose 
subsidy at the rate of 50 cents a 
bushel on the normal production 
of any extra* acres. 
Cotton Deductions Larger. 
Cotton growers face even large: 
deductions for "over planting." If 
they knowingly exceed their acre 
age allotments, they will be deniec 
all subsidies. However, if they un 
knowingly "overplant," their pay 
ments will be subject to deduction 
at the rate of 5 cents a poun 
on the normal production of th 
excess acreage. 
The subsidy rate for complianc 


with the cotton program is 2. 
centa a pound. Benefit and deduc 
tion rates, respectively, for othe 
crops include: Potatoes, 3 and 3 
centa a bushel; rice, .125 and 
cent a pound; peanuts, .2 and 
cents a pound. The subsidy ral 
for tobacco varies, according t 
type, from .5 to 1.5 cents a pounc 
and the deduction rate from 5 t 
15 centa a pound. 
Inasmuch as winter wheat 
ready has been planted while in 
dividual acreage allotments hav 
not been determined, wheat grow 
ers who find themselves with acre 
age in excess of allotments ma 
escape deductions by making 
corresponding reduction in th 
acreage of other "soil depleting 
crops. 
Outside the major cotton, cor: 
rice, tobacco, potato and peanu 
producing areas, acreage will no 
be allotted for individual crop 
Instead, farmers will be allotte 
acreage for "soil depleting" cro] 
generally. 


The government will pay the: 
subsidy of $1.25 for each aci 
of their allotments, and dedu 


.50 for each excem acre planted 
"soil depleting" crops. 
The AAA also announced that 
waa aiming at holding plantings 
all ">oU depleting" cropa to be- 
ween ^75,000.000 and 290,000.000 
cres. Approximately 307,000,000 
crea were planted to such crops 
ast year.

Railroadi Win Point Because 


of Suspension of Truclc 


Tariffs. 


The railway commission Mon- 
day directed indefinite postpone- 
ment of hearings on its order 
upon the railroads of the state 
to chow cause why the low emer- 
gency rates they had placed into 
effect on numerous hauls should 
not be cancelled and normal rates 
restored. The order to show cause 
was based on the fact that the 
commission had authorized a com- 
plete tariff for truck operations 
but suspensions of many of these 
schedules 
left 
the commission 
without 
warrant 
for 
ordering 
emergency rail rates restored to 
normal levels. . Meanwhile-; any 
acute situation that arises will be 
individually taken care of by the 
railroads. 


J. W. Weingarten, attorney lor 
the Burlington, said its statist!

comparisons of rail emergency 
and normal rates with those au 
thorized lor the trucks, but thes 
ligures are of no value now be 
cause the orders of the commis 
sion suspending a number of true!

action. These allergic individuals 
are always in fear of an attack. If . 
you have ever witnessed a sufferer 
from asthma in an attack, you can 
readily understand this fear. 
Most persons have the mistaken 


Idea that asthma 'is an incurable 
disease. It is by no means incur- . 
able. 
: 
How can we treat this condition T 


First, it is necessary to determine 
exactly the substance which is pro- 
ducing the trouble. By means or 
the so-called "scratch tests" or 
"skin tests", which I have described: 
before, it is possible to find it. After. 
the exciting substance has been 
identified, if it is withdrawn from. 
the diet or from possible contact! 
with the allergic individual, the 
sthmatic attacks will soon disap,-,r 
ear. 


Food May Cause It

in the diet of a given person may 
be responsible for the symptom.] 
For example, eggs, cream and oat-l 
meal, foods which are desirable;

These are made from the 
irritating substances and injected 
under the skin of the patient in;
